Taz Cacique has given me a young 


and very ſprightly China *; and it is with 


great pleaſure I ſee myſelf once more 
ſerved by my own ſex, Many other wo- 
men wait upon me; but I had rather they 
would not, for their preſence terrifies me. 
It is eaſy to be ſeen, by their manner of 
looking on me, that they have never been 
at Cuzco 4. However, as my mind is 
continually bewildered amidſt doubt and 


uncertainty, I can form no judgment of 


any thing, My heart, alope unſhaken, 
deſires, expects, hopes for one oniy Hape 
pineſs, without which * thing elſe is 
pain and vexation.

VHOUGHA have endeavoured alt : 
in my power to gain ſome infor- 
mation with regard to my preſent ſitua- 
tion, I know no more than I did three 
days before. All that I have been able 
to underſtand: is, that the other ſavages of 
this country are, in appearance, equally ' 
good and humane as the Cacique. They 
ſing and dance, as if they had lands to 
cultivate every day . If 1 was to judge 
from the contrariety of their cuſtoms to 
thoſe of our nation, I ſhould not have the 
ſmalleſt hope; but I remember, that your 
auguſt father ſubjected to his dominions, 
provinces very remote, the people of 
which were entirely different from ours:

and bis beams appear to me brighter than 
I ever ſaw them. This gives me confi- 
dence, and I am only uneaſy in thinking 
how long it muſt be before I can be fully:

that the knowlege of the language of the 
country will be ſufficient to inform me of 
the truth, and diſpel my. diſquietude. 

I uss no opportunity of learning it; 
and make uſe of all the moments that De- 
terville leaves me at liberty to take the in- 
ſtructions of my China. They are not 
indeed of much ſervice to me; for, as 1 
cannot make her underſtand my thoughts, 
we can hold no converſation, and I only 
learn the names of ſuch objects as ſtrike 
the ſight. The ſigns of the Cacique are 
rather more uſeful to me; cuſtom has 
made it a kind of language betwixt us, 
which at leaſt ſerves to expreſs our deſires. 
He yeſterday conducted me into a houſe, 

where, without this knowlege, I E 
have behaved my ill. 
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We entered into a large and more 
ſumptuous apartment than that which I 
inhabit, where a great many people were 
aſſembled, The general aſtoniſhment ex- 
preſſed at my appearance diſpleaſed me; 
and the exceſſive laughter which ſome 
young women endeavoured to ſtifle, but 
which burſt out again when they caſt their 
eyes on me, gave me ſuch ſenſations, as 
1 ſhould have taken for ſhame, had 1 
been conſcious of any fault; but feeling. 
nothing but a repugnance to ſtay. in ſuch. 
company, I was going away, when | was, 
detained by a ſign from Deterville. 

I Found that it would have been com- 
mitting a fault to have left them, and I 
was careful not to incur that blame that 


be. was thrown On me undeſervedly. As I 


fixed my attention, during my ſtay, upon 
_ thoſe women, I found out that the ſingu- 
larity of my dreſs occaſioned the ſurpriſe 
of ſome, and the laughter of others. 1 
Pitied their weakneſs, and endeavoured to

Deterville repeat the ſame a- thouſand:

thing, they all repeated almoſt the ſame 


words: I do not yet know their meaning

try, who had the privilege of wearing the ſame 
dreſs as the Incas, 
+ A general name of the Indian Princeſſes. 
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Fu Cacique ſeems to be extremely well 
ſatisfied with what they ſay. He keeps 
cloſe to me; or if he ſteps a little from 
me to ſpeak to any one, his eyes are never 
off me, and he explains to me by ſigns 
what I am to do. For my part I obſerve 
him very attentively, as I would not of- 
fend againſt the cuſtoms of à nation, which 
knows ſo little of ours. 

I am afraid, my dear Aza, Lean hardly 
make you. underſtand: how extraordinary 
their manners are to me. They have ſo 
quick: a vivacity,. that words are not ſuf- 
ficient to expreſs their thoughts; but they 
ſpeak as much by the motion. of the body 
as the ſound of the voice.
